have to serve a. term of 120 days at

On account of the busy period on 


the farm, because the tVfendant is 
in the midst of his wheat harvest, 
Judge Fremont Miller, special judge 
in the case, granted him ten <lnys to 
prepare, and lie was ordered to ap- 
pear and -accompany the sheriff to 
the penal institution. 


The case against the defendant is 


one «[' (the longest standing crim- 
inal cases in l!he court, outgrowing 
from a case heard more than three 
years ago, when a jury found him 
guilty of the -charge of encouraging 
delinquency of a 15 year old girl, 
Gladys Smith. 


On ncunnt of the case being in 


juvenile court, there was some de- 
lay experienced in making an appeal 
to the higher courts. The case was 
heard here in March, 1920, and on 
April 2, 1920 lie w;\s fined $50 and 
given a 120 day sentcnve. 


A few weeks after that the case 


was appealed and has been before 
higher courts ever since, and wia:ch 
has just resulted in the decision of 
the local court being affirmed.

TO REVISE DRAINAGE LAWS

Three engineers of the state conser- 
vation department 
have 
resumed 


work on preparation of a drainage 
survey of the state and expect to 
collect data from at least half the 
counties by September, Richard Lie- 
ber, 
leonse'rvation director, 
says. 


Mr. Lieber pointed out that this work 
was started a year or more ago but 
suspended after a few months pro- 
gress, due to the press of work in 
getting the state parks in shape to 
handle the many thousands who each 
summer enjoy their cool retreats and 
great scenic beauty. 


M. J. Stinchfield, asistant state 


engineer, under whose supervision 
the drainage survey will be made, 
says that data will he collected in 
each ninety-two counties as regards 
drainage ditches, low lands, flood 
stages, rapidity of run-off, etc. This 
data will be compiled into a report 
that will look toward the revision of 
the drainage laws of the state; also 
will place the conservation depart- 
ment in possession of facts to bet- 
ter render engineering servrec in ad- 
vising the public on drainage prob- 
lems. 


Mr. Stinchfield calls attention that 


proper drainage has turned many 
acres of marsh lands to 
profitable 


agriculture. In the other hand un- 
wise drainage schemes have placed 
some parts of the state at the mercy 
of floods. 
It is to correct many 


evils attendant to improper drainage 
in order that the department may 
be of augmented service, that the 
survey is being compiled, he says.

nnder-secretary saunters from one 
department to another. 


The United States government is 


on a vacation.' 
. President Harding is in Alaska, 
where .many a pair of wistful eyes 
turn in following 
his 
movements. 


Some of the heads of his administra- 
tion are in Alaska; some others of 
the members of 
his cabinet 
are 


somewhere else, and about everyone 
else, belonging to Washington who 
eould manage it, is 
about - every- 


where but Washington. 


And Congress is out of town too. 


But, then Congress had been almost 
constantly in session over such a 
long period, that Washington does 
not miss the members so much and 
is sort of glad that they ha,ve taken 
an opportunity to get away— for 
their sake, of course. The Superior 
Court is silent. • 


Standing as bulwarks of "duty 


before all" are 
two lone Cabinet 


members who announce that 
they 


will "stick it out on this line if it- 
takes all summer." 
They are Sec- 


retary of State Hughes and Post- 
master General New, who will re- 
main at their desks without taking 
any leave that could be dignified by 
the name of a vacation. 


So, all in all, this great 
nerve- 


center of the administration of the 
United States is more deserted this 
summer than at any time since the 
Taft Administration, wfyen the then 
President 'erissHrJi'ossed throughout 
the country on his famous 
"swing 


around the circle" that equals or 
even exceeds _the distance to be cov- 
ered by President Harding. 


The line-up of President Hard- 


ing's "absentee Cabinet" is as fol- 
lows: 


Secretary of State Hughes, who 


remains 
here all summer, finding 


relief from well known Washington 
heat only through his residence at 
the summer home he maintains just 
on the outskirts of the city. 


Postmaster General New, who also 


intends to stick to Washington all 
summer, with the possible exception 
of a few trips of a day or so on 
official business, such as 
for the

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 


who is now on a trip in Europe.

Harding on the Alaskan trip. 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 


who joined the President 
on 
the 


Coast and accompanied him to Alas- 
ka.
